A cogrEsponpent of the new Shanghai 
paper, over the signature of “ Stephan," 
draws attention to what will to many 
sppeat, anomalous in the new postal 
rates, While 25 centimes, (24d. or 5} 
cents) is the'bosis of the rate payable on 
a } oz. letter between any two Postal 
Union Countries, “Stephan” asks why 
4d. (8 cents).is charged on letters 
sent home via Marseilles, and 6d, (12 
cents) isthe rate on those sent vis 
Brindisi, The correspondent who raises 
this seemingly reasonable and pertinent 
question hag evidently not acquired that 
profound respect which wo entertain for 
the mixed” and mystifying influences 
of everything Postal, Of all official 
departments that of the Post Office is 
the most incomprehensible to outsiders ; 
and it may still: be within the recolles- 
tion of many residents here how a certain 
Soton of the Post Office was wont to 
revel in the undisputed possession or 
monopoly of all postal knowledge, 
niggardly instelmente of which he used to 
dole out periodically to the Govern 


_| ment and the public in language becom 


ing such an occult science, This has 
been in a great measure done away with 
by the more rational and sensible régime 
of the present genius of the Post Office, 
One of Mr Lister’s great aims is to 


"Jinduco everyone to comprehend postal 


arrangements; and he has succeeded in 
a remarkable degree. Still the depart 
ment is one more fully provided with 
pitfalls for tho unwary than any other 
section of the public service ; and ‘old 
handa” seldom hazard anything ap 
proaching a “slashing” criticiam without 
maintaining skeen look-out for reefs, 
anags, and lee-shores, Any palpable 
declaration of fact is almost sure & 
be ,20 modified by another *egals- 


.| tion that tho first statement becomes 


a misleading absurdity ; and these are the 
circumstances under which ‘ Stephan” 
has mistaken the real facts of the case, 
and erroneously charged the Hongkong 
authorities with an eager desire to recoup 
its loss on postage. - 

Had we not acted upon the principle 
of caution, and enquited for information 
of the Post. Office officials, the same fate 
might have befallen us as has overtaken 
Stephan,” viz, that hisargument was 
not “according to the Regulations,” 
With all the self-satisfacti n, there 
fore, belonging to such a condition, 
we may now state wherein lies the ex- 
planation. . The international letter rate, 
as “Stephan” says, is 26 centimes (24d, 
or 5 cents); but—and here comes a 
qualifier—wherever the correspondence 
is catried more than 300 wiles by -sea, 
25 centimes more may be charged. 
Again, when the correspondence is also 
conveyed by service extraordinaire, & 
still further additional charge may be

One word for Hongkong. The cor- 
respondent above referred to seems to 
think. that, because all the details- of 
British postal management throughout 
China and Japan are regulated from this 
Colony, that the Colonial Treasury 
pockets all the postage and that Mr. 
Hennessy right royslly fixes whatever 
rates seeneth good in bis sight, Thia is 
an- error, The® Colony, unfortunately 
does not absorb the Post Office carnings, 
neither ate the rates fixed on this barren 
rock. The Imperial or lion’s shere.of the 
postage is duly remitted ; and.the rates 
of postage are fixed by the Imperial 
Government almost without ever a by 
your leave,” As we do not fel called

other firms; he introduced business to the 
firm and got his peromtage from the pure 
chaser ; ho got no advantage whatever irom 
the firm; when the firm was ‘hard-up” 
he lent them money, as much as $10,000 at 
a time, Were thesofacts consistent with 
his’ being a servant? His conduct when 
the zmistekes were spoken of was*in his 
favour. He frankly, straight. forwardly, 
honestly, said, “Yes, [have looked m: books 
and find I got it; enter it now.” Had the 
man ever intended to embezzle the money 
he would not have shown his face again. 
With regurd to the dteque’ whieh he said he 
had not got, the mistake wos through the 
wrong amount first being stated, and then 
through the cheque not being for the 
amount of the debt.. The accidental omis- 
sions wero easily tp be. accounted - for 
by the innumerable transactions he had, 
and the large sume that-passed through his 
hands.
